Invited by the President to "re- 


turn to your mine properties and re- 
sume operations" on submitting their 
reply to his arbitration offer Monday 
in which a majority accepted un- 
qualifiedly the plan previously re- 
jected by the miners union, the oper- 
ators through their chairman, A, M. 
Ogle, later announced that an at- 
tempt to reopen the mines would be 
made.

railroad and coal strikes are con- 
vinced that they must make 
peace 


soon or run coiater to drastic action 
by the federal government. 


The general opinion here is that 


the coal strike will be settled along 
with the railroad strike before many 
days have elapsed. No such impres- 
sion of hopeless deadlock as usually 
forecasts a long strike can be ob 
tained by talking with any 
of the 


principals or their spokesmen. The 
nearness of an agreement in the rail 
strike is such that the president has 
hesitated to use federal 
troops 
lest 


the situation may be aggravated and 
peace prevented. The coal miners are 
aching to modify their refusal of ar- 
bitration and the 
government 
has 


been trying ever since Saturday to 
prevail upon the coal operators to 
take the necessary action which will 
make arbitration possible. 


OPERATORS DIVIDED 


Ths single obstacle in the coal con- 


troversy has been the division among 
the operators. 
The miners before ac 


cepting arbitration want to be con 
vinced that the decision will apply to 
all coal operators or at least a sub- 
stantial majority such as will fix a 
scale for the industry. Because assur- 
ances to this effect have been lacking 
the coal miners hesitate. 
They are 


eager to have the arbitration cover 
non-union as well as union mines 
so that when the award is made the 
non-union miners will see the benents 
of the union and join it thus making 
a material increase in the membership 
strength of the miners union for fu- 
ture bargaining. Many of the coal op- 
erators who run non-union mines re- 
fuse to come into ths fold and accept 
the jurisdiction of the arbitration trib- 
unal. Efforts to get as many as pos- 
sible are ^proceeding however, and 
when 50 or 60 per cent of the total 
tonnage of coal is represented by the 
operators who do accept the arbitra 
tion the strike will come to an ina 
mediate end.

on Friday last came within an "inch 
of success. 
At that time only a dis- 


pute as to whether the men who went 
out would forfeit their rights of seni- 
ority of service was holding back a 
settlement. The western railroads are 
ready to grant this point but the east' 
ern roads will insist on a course which 
will prolong the present strike and add 
to its proportions. 


Presidential action in the rail strike 


is bound to be a corrollary of any 
settlement 
reached. 
The president 


has not heretofore been as fully ap- 
preciative of the dangers of permit- 
ting certain railroad executives to ig- 
nore the decisions of the United States 
Railway Labor board. 
He is being 


urged to take some step which will 
assure the railway employees that the 
government does not have one stand- 
ard for employers and quite another 
for employes. Mr. Harding is aware 
that irrespective of the details of the 
settlement of the present rail strike 
something must be done by the chief 
executive to restore the confidence of 
the workman In the power and au- 
thority of the labor board as It applies 
to railroad managers.

PRESIDENT'S STATEMENT 


TO COAL OPERATORS 


Washington, D. C.—In addressing the committee of coal operators, 


President Harding late on Monday said: 


"Gentlemen: I hare heard your decision. I would not be frank if I 


did not confess a disappointment in your lack of unanimity. To the large 
majority of you, who have pledged readiness to resume activities under 
the government proposal, I must express'my own and the public's 
gratitude. 


"We have now reached a point, owing to the refusal of mine work- 


ers and a minority of your operators tp accept the proposed arbitration, 
where the good offices of the .government in seeking an adjustment of 
the dispute between the operators and mine workers are without avail. 


"I can not permit you to depart without reminding you that coal is 


a national necessity, the ample supply of which is essential likewise to 
common welfare and to interstate commerce. 


"The freedom of action on the part of the workmen and on the part 


of employes does not measure with that of public welfare and national 
security. 


"I, therefore, invite you to return to your mine properties and resume 


operations." 


This statement was also made public at the White house after the 


delegations of the operators had left: 


"At 5 o'clock Monday afternoon the coal operators made extended ver- 


bal and written reports to the president. All of them subscribed broadly 
to the proposal to arbitrate. The majority of the districts represented in 
the conference accepted the president's proposal unconditionally. A min- 
ority of the districts in the conference joined in subscribing to the gen- 
eral principles of arbitration and collective bargaining."

•Never again war!' He also expressed 
his conviction that the majority of the 
French people want peace. The bour- 
geois and socialist democracies of'the 
two countries have this end in view. 


"The French ex-minister of Public 


Instruction, deputy Buisson, assured 
him that the majority of the French 
people share these sentiments. 


"Count Harry'. Kessler then made a 


speech, in the name of the 
German 


pacifist cartel. 
He recalled the paci- 


fist demonstration which took place 
in Germany. No German govsrnment 
would not dare to carry on a revenge 
policy. Those'who say the contrary by 
no means represent the entire Ger 
man people. Ths German people want 
to make reparations, he said. 
Ger- 


many wants the North of France to 
become again a flourishing part of 
Europe. But there is" a limit to her 
good will. The question of reparations 
.ought not to serve as a pretext for 
new armaments or to strongmen ror- 
.eign militarism. It was comprehensi- 
ble that Fra.nce claimed guarantees; 
but these guarantees could only be 
givsn by means of an International 
agreement; a mutual guarantee of the 
United States of Europe. Behind such 
an agreement there would be an effec- 
tivs poiver: the League of Nations. 


"The French professor Victor Basch 


then declared the necessity of filling 
up the ditch which was now separating 
the two nations. 


Then Professor Einstein spoke of 


realizing the unity of malarial 
and 


moral life. 
Everybody ought to ask 


themselves: What ought my country 
to do for the good of the whole com- 
munity?' This was the only way of 
making a political community of Eu- 
rope. And that it waa only this way 
that life was worth living. Heir von 
Gerlach wrote the following commen- 
tary; with rsgard to the manifesta- 
tion; 'We have French guests within 
our walls, the representatives of the 
Ftench League of the Rights of Hu- 
manity. This powerful association con- 
sisting of 100,000 members, promised 
in the genera.! meeting at Nantes, 'tp 
repulse all military measure^ for the 
execution of the peace treaty. 
The 


French want to teach us about France 
and learn about Germany. 
" 'The majority of ths German peo- 


ple want to realize the wish: no more 
War! They 
welcome 
joyfully 
the 


French who share 
Thsy have assured 


this 
sentiment, 


them that they 


will do all in their power to

against the spirit of revenge.

Johns in his address Sunday after 
noon at the Center Valley Cooperative 
Livestock association picnic at Welh 
ing grove, near Twelve Corners. His 
subject, "Farmers' Problems, 
Past, 


Present and Future," covered the ups 
and downs of the business of farming 
for the past several years, and 
his 


statements were backed by Chicago 
market quotations and 
government 


Btatlstlcs. 


"The bottom In farm prices 
has 


been reached," said Mr. Johns, "and 
we may expect an upward trend if 
anything. 
In the years 1919 and 


1920, just after the war, the European 
nations still had credit and farmers 
were selling them huge amounts of 
goods. 


"The the slump came and all the 


gpodg were left in this country to be 
sold here. 
I believe if everybody had 


been working at that time our popu- 
lation could have absorbed all these 
commodities a*nd it would not have 
been necessary to export anything." 


FARMERS ARE STABLE 


Mr. Johns complimented the farmers 


on the way they withstood the crisis. 
He remarked that while there 
had 


been many commercial failures in and 
near Appleton he had had only one 
bankruptcy of a farmer called to his 
attention. 


Figures were quoted to show that 


the farmer Is not getting ahead as fast 
as he should, and that many landown- 
ers are moving to the city and len=- 
ing or selling their lands, accepting 
mortgages in part paymant. The land 
values in Wisconsin in 1910 totaled 
$911,938,261 and in 1920. $1.618,913,- 
059. 
This was an increase of 77 per 


cent in ten years. Farm mortages in 
1910 
amounted to $146,815,313 and in 


1920 to $354,674,391. The increase was 
much greater than the gain in land 
values, as the latter jumped 141 per 
cent. 


PRICE COMPARISONS 


Reasons for many of the farmer's 


difficulties ware traced by the speak 
er. 
He made comparisons between 


prewar prices, those at the peak peri- 
od and those after ths sharp declines 
of 1921 took place. 
These included 


quotations on the Chicago markets for 
wheat, oats, barley, rye, cows, veal 
cattle, sheep, beef cattle, butter, egg?, 
cheese and chickens.
